‘Starsky and Hutch ’ Only in Living Rooms

Television and novels to the con­ 
trary, the m ajority of police work is 
boring. 
A new officer going out on the street 
soon learns that tedium is a constant 
com panion, particularly late at night. 
“T here’s no ‘Starsky and H utch’ out 
on the stre e ts,” affirm s Ken Presley. 
“ If you think it’s like television, 
you’re in the wrong business. 
“ Most of the tim e it’s just dull,” he 
noted during a recent tour of Plano 
after m idnight, “ but you’ve always 
got to 
be alert 
Something 
m ay 
happen at any tim e and you’ve got to 
be read y .” 
Working “ deep nights” (11 p m. to 7 
a rn shift) can be lonely, particularly 
in far west Plano 
Late nights are 
spent prim arily on checking doors and 


windows for signs of forced entry. 
Officers alw ays find at least one 
unlocked door every night. With the 
aid of a backup (standard procedure 
after dark), police m ust check the 
prem ises to determ ine if anyone is 
hiding inside or if anything has been 
disturbed. 
Then they often have to wait until 
the owner or m anager com es down to 
lock up again Some owners refuse to 
com e, however, so th ere’s not m uch 
officers can do. 
Traffic checks are also com mon at 
night while day shifts (7 a rn. until 3 
p.m. > are spent taking reports of 
crim es discovered in the m orning 
Evenings (3p.m . until ll p.m .) are the 
busiest 
with 
fam ily 
disturbances, 
drunks and fights. 
While riding with his training of­ 
ficer, Mike Stephens, Presley con­ 
c e n tra te d on le a rn in g the city , 
becom ing 
fam iliar 
with 
city 
or­ 
dinances and dealing with people 
“ You have to know how to com ­ 
m unicate with people,” he points out. 
“ WTien 
I 
first 
cam e out 
of 
the 
academ y, I was very short 
with 


people because I was approaching 
them as a procedure 
“ Mike taught m e that you need to 
talk to them and let them talk to you,” 
he adds. “ T here m ay be a valid 
reason for the violation Most people 
know they’ve violated the law when 
they’re stopped. 
“ We try to be courteous,” he em ­ 
phasizes, “ but people should realize 
we have a job to do. When we stop 
them on a traffic violation, w e’re 
protecting them and others on the 
roadway. 
“ Breaking a traffic law endangers 
m ore people than breaking a law' with 
a gun," Presley notes. “ More people 
are killed in traffic accidents than a re 
shot 
We don’t stop anyone for no 
reason—-if it’s not a traffic violation, 
there are suspicious circum stances. 
“ People don’t realize how nerve- 
racking it is for an officer to stop 
som eone,” he continues. “ Every tim e 
th e re’s the possibility that som eone 
will get hurt. All officers are aw are of 
tn t potential danger of the situation; 
so if a citizen m akes a sudden move, 
the officer reacts. 


“ People should avoid these m oves,” 
he stresses “ The officer will either 
stop them or m ake them get out of the 
car 
He’s only doing it to protect 
him self—he w ants to go hom e that 
night.” 
Presley recom m ends that anyone 
stopped for a violation should sit in the 
ca r—with hands 
visible—until 
the 
officer approaches the car. 
He also points out that an officer 
appreciates having the courtesy he 
gives the citizen returned. “ G etting 
short” doesn’t help any situation. 
Despite som e negative aspects of 
his new career, Presley has enjoyed 
his past few days as a new police 
officer. 
“ This is som ething you have to 
enjoy,” he says, “ Because you’re 
never going to be rich. There s a 
trem endous am ount of job satisfac­ 
tion—I enjoy going in to work every 
day. 
“ It’s not for everyone,” Presley 
stresses. “ You have to think about 
being a policem an for a pretty good 
period. You have to know your own 
mind or you won’t last long.”

D EA R PO LLY -1 have a small off-white sheepskin 
throw rug and wonder if anyone can tell me how to 
clean it. I tried a dry shampoo but it did not seem to 
help. - M.C. 
D EA R M.C.- I am presuming your rug is unclipped 
and has the fur on the skin. The best thing would be 
to take it to a dry cleaner. If that is not possible 
sprinkle corn-meal on it with a generous hand, leave 
a while and then take out of doors and shake out as 
much as possible and then brush out the remainder. 
I have cleaned fur pieces this way. Some people use 
dampened saw dust. I have heard, but never tried, 
that whiteness can be restored to white fur rugs by 
spraying with a solution of hydrogen peroxide and 
even hanging out in the sun afterwards. Perhaps 
some of the readers have more satisfactory ways 
that they will tell us about. - PO LLY .

House, vice president of 
Rex’s

loosened his tie as the hour- 
long inspection progressed 
in a company terminal. 
“ Sure you’re apprehensive 
during any check like this,” 
he said, smoking frequently 
outside the garage housing 
his 
$100,000 
dull 
red 
Diamond Reo. “ You don’t 
know what little thing they 
might find.” 
State Police Sgt. Barry 
Trombly handled the paper­ 
work. marking off a check 
list as each item was ap­ 
proved. 
Sgt. Mike Malloy walked 
atop the trailers checking 
valves, manholes, and other 
devices. 
Pu blic 
Service 
Commission Inspector Larry 
Fiche rode a creeper un­ 
derneath, using a flashlight 
to check valves, suspension, 
brakes and chains. 
Malloy spied trouble on the 
“ pup,” an understated nick­ 
name for the second trailer. 
“ You’ve got a bad valve 
here,” Malloy called out. “ It 
looks like it was mongrelized 
and was never put back.” 
An embarrassed, flustered 
House yelled for a mechanic, 
who fixed it on the spot. A 
defective wheel bolt also was 
replaced. 
The inspectors 
huddled, 
finished their forms. House 
was handed two pieces of 
blue paper. 
“ We passed,” 
he 
said, 
beaming, waving the proof. 
“ We got an excellent. I feel 
like I just got an ‘A ’ on my 
report card.” 
Trombly consecrated the 
ritual by giving House white 
placards with black lettering 
This is lignite coal... 


It saved TP&L customers more 
than $81 million last year. 


Yes. the price of electricity supplied by Texas Power 
& Light Company has gone up in recent years, but 
lignite coal has kept the increase from being 
much greater. 


For many years, natural gas was the only fuel used 
to produce electricity at TP&L generating plants. It 
was cheap and plentiful. Then, in the 1960 s, the 
price of gas began to rise drastically and supplies 
became uncertain. TP&L and two affiliated 
companies began a massive program to reduce 
their dependency on gas by building plants which 
use lower-cost lignite coal as fuel. 


Since 1971, five lignite-fueled generating units 
have been placed in operation. In 1976. about one- 
third of the electricity supplied by TP&L was 
produced with lignite. For the average residential 
customer who used 10.666 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity during the year this meant a saving of 
more than $46.00. 


Today, more lignite-fueled plants are under 
construction and being planned. The high cost of 
building these plants and other effects of inflation

Gaskets, manhole covers 
and other items designed to 
prevent a highway holocaust 
often are defective or even 
missing.

to vent dangerous pressure 
inside the tanks. 
“ The biggest thing is if 
they roll,” Trombly said. 
“ Then there’s a chance of a 
product spill and someone 
driving by tossing a cigaret 
on it.” 
Properly equipped doubles 
have special valves that au­ 
tomatically seal in case of a 
collision Handles on trailers 
can be pulled to shut off flow 
from the tanks in case of an 
external fire. 
The

also have 
special metal plugs that melt 
at

and 
autom atically 
close 
the 
valves. 
Despite the current furor, 
the inspectors and House 
said the oig tankers are 
getting a bad rap. 
“ I ’ve 
handled 
multi- 
fatality accidents before that 
got a lot less publicity than a 


tanker just rolling over,” 
said Trombly, a former state 
trooper. 
House said the trucks are 
safe 
" if they’re 
loaded 
properly and if the driver is 
trained properly. Nobody 
wants a piece of junk on the 
highway.” 
But, the inspectors said, 
there is junk on the highway 
and even if the publicity is 
unfair, defective doubles get 
no mercy from them.

“American Stars ’N' Bars” 
Ever since the release of “ Harvest” in 
1973, Neil Young has proved he can make it 
in the business as a solo artist. An original 
product of Buffalo Springfield in the mid-60s 
and Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young toward 
the turn of the decade, Young has combined 
his experiences into becoming one of rock’s 
most influential figures. His latest work, 
“ American Stars ’N B ars” proves to be his 
best solo effort aside from “ Harvest.” A 
m ajor reason for the success of “Stars ’N 
Bars 
is Young’s new backup recording 
band called The Ducks. When Crazy Horse, 
his previous backup band left and sought 
their own career, many thought that Young 
would be finished as a solo performer. 
However, The Ducks, a hard country rock 
band, seemed to be the missing piece Young 
was looking for. 
Seven out of the nine songs on the album 
are heavily country-influenced. “Bitt1 the 
Bullet” and “ Homegrown” , two of the 
better tunes, sound like a good combined 
mixture of Lynyrd Skynyrd and early CSNY 
music. Young has thrown out an extra lead 
guitar and instead has added steel guitars 
and violins. Songs such as “ The Old Country 
Waltz” and “ Hold Back the Tears” seem as 
if they could have been country hits five 
years ago under names like Willie Nelson or 
Waylon Jennings. 
The only two cuts that are not country- 
based are “ Will to Love” and “Like a 
H urricane.” “ Will to Love” could have 
possibly hit the pop charts if it was a few 
minutes shorter in length. Because it is 
dragged on, the song loses the listener’s 
attention. (This song, however, is the only 
m ajor weakness to be found on the album). 
On the other hand, “ Like a Hurricane” is the 
best tune Young has produced in years. It 
clearly exhibits the guitar playing talents he 
became famous for on previous songs like 
“Southern Man” and “ Ohio.” 
With an album like “Stars ’N Bars” and a 
song such as “ Like a Hurricane,” one can 
only wish for a complete Crosby,Stills, Nash 
and Young reunion. (B +)

Welch went toward a solo career about two 
years ago just before FM became popular 
with their album “ Fleetwood M ac.” 
Although he first played with a band named 
Paris after he left Fleetwood Mac, Welch 
did not stay with the group long. He wanted 
a solo career. So far, he is proving very well 
with his first solo album entitled “French 
Kiss” 

Aside from the song 
“Sentimental Lady” (from his Fleetwood 
Mac days—FM also joined Welch for the 
recording), all the songs are written by 
Welch and his drummer. The album is very 
mellow compared to when he was with FM. 
Hopefully Bob Welch will be successful in a 
solo career. He’s worth listening to. (C+)

Randy Miesner, the Eagles’ 
ex-bass 
player (replaced by Timothy Patrick of the 
band Poco) will be releasing his first solo 
album some time this winter. New Eagle 
Joe Walsh will also be coming out with a new 
album all his own. Meanwhile, the Eagles 
are also working on a new album to be 
released some time this winter. 
When Fleetwood Mac was on tour this 
summer they recorded a few of their con­ 
certs for a live album. The group has proved 
not only to be a good studio group, but also 
an excellent group in concert. The album 
should prove this. 
Elton John has been in the studios a lot 
lately working on a new album. The album 
supposedly features the wizard’s pianist 
abilities demonstrated on his baby grand. 
Elton also has just released his “ Greatest 
Hits Volume II” album this month. 
Blue Oyster Cult recently performed at 
the Dallas Convention Center. The Cult 
brought with them the most sophisticated 
laser light show ever incorporated into a 
rock ’n roll show costing the group well over 
$100,000. The lasers are powerful enough to 
skywrite in broad daylight. The show 
carries with it a full crew of technicians to 
operate it and was excellent, although there 
was little to be desired music-wise. 
Upcoming concerts for the Dallas area in 
November are B.B. King on Nov. 14; The 
Geils Band at Will Rogers Auditorium on 
Nov. 19; the legendary trio of Crosby, Stills 
and Nash at Tarrant County Convention 
Center on Nov. 23; and ex-Planoite Boz 
Skaggs at T arrant County on Nov. 30.

“FoghatLive” 
After six years of climbing the long ladder 
to rock success, Foghat can finally look 
down and say they’ve made it. Well, so has 
Kiss, Aerosmith and Queen—if that’s really 
saying much. The truth is, Foghat is a very 
repetitious band, whose musical direction 
has been led into one big cycle. 
“Foghat Live” is a good example of their 
musical limitations, as four of the six songs 
on the album all seem to sound basically the 
same. “ Fool for the City,” “ Home in My 
Hand,” “ Road Fever” and “ Honey Hush,” 
all start out hard and fast, then slow down 
toward the end only to be introduced by 
boring spurts of guitar solos. The only two 
distinguishable tunes are “Slow Ride” and 
“ I Just Want to Make Love to You,” the 
latter being the best. Although “Slow Ride” 
sounds better on the studio LP, the concert 
version should not be underestimated. Lead 
vocalist Dave Peverett salvages the first 
side with “ I Just Want to Make Love to 
You,” a bluesy Bad Company type of tune. 
Overall, “ Foghat Live” should be recom­ 
mended only to hardcore Foghat fans. (C-)

Despite stories of mile- 
long traffic jam s or m ulti­ 
car pile-ups. 
the Allstate 
M otor Club rep orts that 
these expressways have half 
the collision rate of con­ 
ventional roads. The Club 
adds that if you keep in mind 
a few simple tips, driving on 
these highways need not be a 
confusing, 
nerve-racking 
experience.

Find

stationary point on the side 
of the road (pole, sign or 
tree'. When the car in front 
of you passes that point start 
counting one-thousand one, 
one-thousand two, if your car 
passes that 
sam e point 
before you reach the one- 
thousand 
two, 
you 
are 
driving too close to the car in 
front of you. 
When you decide to change 
lanes, make sure that there 
is no one to your side. Check 
your 
rearview 
and 
side 
mirrors and turn your head 
to make a quick visual check 
of the blind spot beside you. 
Then, signal your turn and 
make the turn at the same 
speed, n either increasing 
nor reducing your driving 
speed. Surprises at 55 mph 
are neither necessary nor 
pleasant. 
Give yourself plenty of 
time to find the proper exit 
and get into the proper lane 
for exiting. If you should 
miss your exit, drive to the 
next one and backtrack on

Never back up to reach an 
exit you've missed It could 
be a fatal mistake.

Wiggle your toes every few 
minutes to flex your leg 
m uscles 
and stim u late 
circulation. E ase stiffness 
and tension in your hands 
and arm s by gripping the 
steering wheel until your 
knuckles turn white, then 
relaxing 


Change your eye focus 
every 30 seconds. Tip your 
head from side to side 
without taking your eyes off 
the road. Take deep breaths, 
then exhale and let your 
shoulders drop heavily and 
slump into the seat. Change 
your seat position, or adjust 
accessories within 
your 
reach. Simple exercises like 


these can help keep you 
alert and alive. 
Safe driving on the ex­ 
pressways is not sheer luck. 
It requires common sense 
and advance thinking If you 


drive defensively and an­ 
ticipate problems, the ex­ 
pressways will continue to 
be the fast and safe way of 
moving vehicles that they 
are now.
